The marathon negotiations, 
which grew out of separate sum- 
mits President Carter held with 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, start in the Israeli 
resort of Herzliya on Wednesday 
and shift later to Egypt. 

The statement was issued after a 
90-minute meeting between 
Prime Minister Mostapha Khalil, 
Egypt’s top negotiator. Defence 
Minister Gen. Kamal Hassan Ali, 
State Minister for Foreign Affairs 
Butros Gbali and Under-secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs 
Ossama Al Baz. 

It outlined the Egyptian pos- 
ition as based on: 

— The intensification of the 
talks has to be accompanied by a 
political desire on all parts to 
achieve positive concrete results 
by the May 26 target date. 

— Achieving such results would 
indicate the negotiations were 
headed in the right direction, and 
would speed up autonomy and 
Palestinian participation in the 
talks. 

— Egypt holds to the spirit and 
text of the Camp David accords, 
the basis of the peace agreement, 
and rejects any attempts to devi- 
ate from them. 

— The withdrawal of the Israeli 
military governor* s office from the 
West Bank and Gaza, to be 
replaced by an elected Palestinian 
council with administrative, legis- 
lative and judicial authorities. 

The Egyptian position also calls 
on Israel to clearly define its sec- 
urity needs, and hold up its set- 
tlement policy, two of the main 
sticking points in the talks so far. 

Israel should freeze the con- 
struction of new settlements, stop 
expanding current settlements 
and discuss the eventual status of 
the existing ones, the statement 
said.

U.S. embassy hostages 
dispersed across Iran 

TEHRAN, April 26 (R) — Students holding the U.S. embassy hostages 
said today their hostages had been moved out of the occupied compound 
and dispersed across Iran following yesterday's abortive mission by 
American commandos to free them.

Kennedy trails Carter in 
Michigan Dem. primary 


DETROIT, April 26 (Agencies’) 
President Carter moved slightly 
ahead of Senator Kennedy today 
in Michigan's Democratic Party 
caucuses, first test of popular opin- 
ion in the presidential election 
campaign since the abortive 
rescue mission in Iran. 

With some 70 per cent of the 
ballots counted, Mr. Carter had 
48.8 per cent and Senator Ken- 
nedy 47 .2 per cent of the vote for 
141 state delegates to the party’s 
nominating convention. 

Political pundits had predicted a 
defeat for the president, anti- 
cipating some backlash from the 
botched rescue attempt. But 
Michigan Democratic Party offi- 
cials said the ill-fated mission, 
which left eight Americans dead in 
the Iranian desert, apparently had 
no immediate political reper- 
cussions for the president. 

The turnout for 90 precinct cau- 
cuses was expected to be about* 
18,000 — less than half of the 
40,600 democrats enrolled to vote 
and just over two per cent of the 
democrats who voted when 
Michigan held a primary election- 
in 1976. 

A week ago, officials were con- 
fident that the Michigan contest 
would be a neck-and-neck race. 

Meanwhile, the Carter

Iranian authorities to free the hos- 
tages. 


President Bani-Sadr told a press 
conference the transfer had been 
made “in order to be prepared for 
the probable attacks that may 
occur in the future and so that the 
students do not have to take 
measures that we are not willing to 
have happen." 

Asked whether the government 
would not take custody of the hos- 
tages. he said: “The answer is no.” 
The srudems merely said that var- 
ious cities would keep them “with 
the cooperation of the students for 
as long as is required.” 

There have been several pre- 
vious reports that one or more of 
the hostages were moved out of 
the embassy for a while, but these 
have never been- confirmed. 

At least two proposals for the 
hostages to be transferred to gov- 
ernment custody fell through ear- 
lier this year. 

The president charged that the 
rescue mission was part of a U.S. 
plan to move Iranian affairs “in a 
direction leading to the overthrow 
of the central authority and to the 
creation of an ideal American 
regime.” 

But he said he had approved the 
return to the U.S. of the bodies of 
servicemen who died in a helicop- 
ter and plane collision as the 
expedition was pulling out. The 
U.S. said eight of its men died 
although revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
said dozens were killed. 

The ayatollah also said dozens 
more were wandering around the 
cr»<h site in the eastern Kavir- 
e-Lut Jescn. A huge tract of lei- 
rifo/y surrounding the scene was 
dosed to outsiders as security 


forces combed the area. 

Washington says all the sur- 
vivors of the mission, said to have 
comprised ‘ 9U servicemen, left 
Iran. 

President Bani-Sadr said Iran 
did not intend to complain to 
international organisations about 
the American action. Rut he said 
he wanted a special meeting of

“We have no intention of 
accepting the intervention of the 
Soviet Union in this matter. \Yc 
will neither invite nor, if the Soviet 
Union docs intervene, consider 
that to our benefit or accept that.”

A statement issued by Mr. Chadli Klibi, secretary general of the 
league which groups virtually all Arab countries except Egypt, called 
the U.S. operation “a grave shift." 

Coming amid U.N. efforts for a peaceful solution of the hostage 
crisis, the statement said, the operation raises “ a risk of repercussions 
for world peace and for the vital security needs of the Arab region." 

In Cairo, Egypt’s leftist opposition Unionist Progressive Party 
(UPP) Saturday denounced the U.S. attempt. 

. Party leader Khaled Moheiddin told a press conference that "our 
party rejects the use of force against the sovereignty of any inde- 
pendent nation whatever are the justifications.’’

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Aftershocks 

THE EXPLANATIONS being offered by American offi- 
cials, from President Carter on down, in the aftermath of 
the abortive U.S. airborne operation to rescue the hostages 
in Iran are proving singularly inadequate in allaying the 
very real concerns of the people of the Middle East region 
regarding the implications of that mission. 

The perceptions and likely reactions of those of us 
living closest to the locus of potential conflict do not seem 
to have figured very prominently in the planning of the 
mission. The U.S. should know, nevertheless, that there are 
several reasons for the severe reservations with which the 
peoples and governments of the Middle East view this 
dubious undertaking. 

First of ail, despite the claims of American spokesmen 
that the operation was undertaken with a view to “eliminat- 
ing a source of tension" in this region, the fact is that it has 
obviously only added a new element of tension. At a time 
when, because of American policy on the Palestine and 
energy issues, even America's allies in this region are not a 
hundred per cent confident about U.S. intentions, a milit- 
ary mission like the one staged in Iran can only be seen as a 
precursor of the kind of desperate U.S. tactic that might • 
one day be applied in the Gulf oil fields. If those in the U.S. 
who have been clamouring all along for a military move in 
Iran seem to have won the day this time, what is to say that 
those who suggest a similar option in the Gulf won't simi- 
larly win President Carter over at some point in the future? 
Moreover, the attempted use of force at this point to secure 
the release of the hostages only narrows the options avail- 
' able to the Carter administration so long as the hostages are 
held; it is dangerously gratuitous, for example, for the U.S. 
to insist now that its future response to Iran will to some 
extent be determined by whether the Iranians return the 
bodies of the eight U.S. dead crewmen which were left 
behind after the desert operation failed! 

Secondly, if this is the extent to which the U.S. is pre- 
pared to go in order to counteract Iran's violation of inter- 
national law in the matter of the hostages, then how does 
that contrast with America’s total unwillingness to go to 
any similar lengths whatsoever to counteract Israel’s per- 
sistent violations of international law in its military occu- 
pation of sovereign Arab territory? This only underlines 
American double standards in the Middle East. 

A third concern is the extent to which the Iran mission, 
for all the disclaimers of President Carter and his aides, was 
determined according to domestic American political con- 
siderations. To judge from the reactions we've seen so far 
from American politicians and ordinary citizens alike, Mr. 
Carter may have miscalculated the degree of public support 
for the use of a military option; but the inevitable crisis 
atmosphere generated as a result can only enhance his 
standing as an embattled leader whom the people must 
rally round. Israeli leaders arc past masters of this techni- 
que of undertaking foreign forays when their popularity 
begins to slip in the public opinion polls. 

We are accustomed to U.S. Middle East policy being 
predicated on domestic political considerations; now it 
appears that the peace and security of the entire Middle 
East is being held hostage, in Iran as in Palestine, to Pres- 
ident Carter's overwhelming interest in winning re- 
election. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL R.VI: It seems that the unsuccessful American military 
attempt to free the hostages in Tehran was modelled after the 
Entebbe jirport adventure which Israel staged a few years agv«. It 
is even possible that Israel inspired the operation and mas- 
terminded it. 

This is the impression anybody would get if he remembers the 
news circulated following the taking of the hostages about Mr. 
Ezer Weizman's handing the U.S. Ambassador in Israel. Mr. 
Samuel Lewis, an Israeli plan for their rescue. This impression is 
further strengthened by President Carter himself, who said in his 
address on Friday that the plans for the abortive adventure had 
been drantt up immediately after the taking of the hostages. 

Thus is brought to light the Israeli hand in the affair, which 
almost caused a catastrophe in the region, put the world in a state 
of shock and heightened tension, added further complications to 
the hostages issue and pushed President Carter into a difficult 
situation — which, in this American election year, may even have 
been intended. 

The pentagon on Friday placed the whole Gulf region at the 
verge of a catastrophe by attempting this military adventure. 
AL DUSTOUR: The American military operation in Iran was not

The abortive operation makes clear the contradiction in 
America's aggressive policy and in its vacillating attitudes, which 
are not based on respect for the rights and sovereignty of others.

AMMAN. April 26 (JT) - More 
incentives are needed to encour- 
age women to work. His Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan said to an 
audience dominated by women 
today at the Palace of Culture. 

He was opening a seminar on 
the role of working women in soc- 
iety, which has brought together 
nineteen delegates from eleven 
Arab countries. 

In his address, Prince Hassan 
noted that 14 per cent of the 
women in Jordan work, and 
stressed that more incentives, and 
facilities to enable more of them to 
work, are needed — particularly in 
the rural regions. 

He also referred to the great 
changes that have occurred in Jor- 
dan and the Arab World over the 
past few years in social and 
economic life, adding that Arab 
labour and natural resources are 
held in common by all Arabs and 
should be used to help bring about 
economic integration in the Arab 
World. 

The four-day seminar has been 
organised by the Department of 
Working Women in the Ministry 
of Labour. The minister, Mr. 
Omar Nabulsi, and the depart- 


ment head, Mrs. Rabiha Nasser, 
gave welcoming addresses. Also 
present as observers daring the. 
seminar were Mrs. In’am Mufti, 
the Minister of Social Develop- 
ment, and Dr. Tayseer Abdul 
Jabcr, the under-secretary of 
Labour. 

The proceedings of the seminar, 
chaired by Mrs. Nasser, began 
with a paper on working women 
and the Jordan economy pre- 
sented by Dr. Mohammad Malal- 
lah, director of the Jordan Insti- 
tute of Management.

will be allowed to continue, but he 
expresses the view of Abu Dis's 
board of trustees that the next step 
by the Israeli authorities may be to 
close the school's classes at the 
preparatory and secondary levels, 
and then, confiscate the land. 

“If Israel wins the case, then 
they'll probably shut down the 
entire school,” the former 
mathematics professor at the Uni- 
versity of Jordan told the Jordan 
Times today. Such a move, he 
said, would probably be followed 
immediately by confiscation of the 
land, some 193 dunums situated in 
a strategic position on Jerusalem's 
southern city boundary just two 
kilometres from the Je resale m- 
Jerrcho road. 

Israel wanrs to encircle the Holy 
City and consolidate its control by 
expropriating land for settlement 
and use by Israelis, he said. "They 
(the Israeli authorities) plan and 
work hard to -annul every Arab 
and Islamic aspect 6f Jerusalem,” 
he said. “The reasons they gave 
(for closing the school) are not the 
real ones. The real reasons are 
political.” 

When the closure order was 
handed down on March 15, Reut- 
ers quoted Israeli military sources 
as saying the reason the school was 
closed was because “Israel fears 
the college is the nucleus of a 
Palestinian university in 
Jerusalem.” 

Official reasons given to Dr. 
Saidan for the closure are that the 
college started its first semesterof ' 
university level education without 
first obtaining permission from 
the Israeli authorities: and that 
there was no need in the West 
Bank for such science -oriented 
university curricula because there 
are three other Arab universities. 

Dr. Saidan rejects both reasons 
as being totally unfounded. He 
believes a correct interpretation of 
international law clearly shows 
. that a country’s land under foreign 
occupation is still subject only to 
the laws of that country, and not to 
the fancies of the occupying milit- 
ary power. “1116 college should be 
under the rule of Jordanian law," 
he said. “But Israel acts as if it has 
in fact annexed the land, and says 
they are the new sovereign 
authorities. They tell us: *What 
was before obtained from Jor-. 
daman authorities is now obtained 
from Israeli authorities.* " 


A permit to operate the school, 
and eventually offer university- 
level education, was obtained 
from Jordan before the 1967 war 
when the school was being built. 
“We have the real permit to run 
the school: from His Majesty King 
Hussein,” the mathematics pro- 
fessor said. 

The school's board of trustees 
didn't consider it necessary to ask 
permission from Israel to start the 
College of Science's university- 
level courses last autumn. But 
before classes could begin, the 
Israeli authorities learned the 
450-siudenl charity school was 
about to offer courses in higher 
education. 

“They came to us and said. 
'What are doing? You must have a 
permit first.' “ Dr. Saidan said. He 
was then assured there would be 
no problem obtaining a permit so 
long as all procedures were fol- 
lowed, and he answered ali their 
questions about the purpose and 
plans of the new university-level 
education. 

Dr. Saidan. the professors and 
36 students enrolled for classes 
then waited for the permit so 
school could begin. By mid- 
November, two months after 
classes ought to have started, the 
permit had not been grunted, 
despite assurances from the 
Israelis that it was coming soon. 

On the strength of that promise, 
and under pressure from students 
and parents eager for school to 
being Dr. Saidan decided to go 
ahead and start classes while wait- 
ing for the permit. Just as the first 
semester drew to a close, the 
occupation authorities said the 
higher education courses must not 
resume for a second semester, and 
gave the already-mentioned two 
reasons for the closure. 

The second reason given 
besides the lack of a permit — that 
such additional university science 
courses are not needed in the West 
Bonk — is even more groundless. 
Dr. Saidan says, and completely 
ignores the facts. 

In the 1979- 1 9S0 school year, 
ihe three Arab universities in the 
West- Bank-Birzeit. Bethlehem 
and Najah (in Nablus) — enrolled 
only 441 students in their faculties 
of science, because they did not 
have the facilities to handle more, 
“That (figure) amounts to only 13 
per cent of ali the science students 
who passed tawjihi in the West 


Bank,” Dr. Saidan, a PhD in 

mathematics, .said. 

The shortage of space in West 
Bank universities for science stu- 
dents is exactly the reason Abu 
Dis began offering university- 
level science courses. “We felt it 
imperative to start with a school of 
science.” Dr. Saidan said, 
“because, first of all. it provides a 
starting point for students to pre- 
pare for many other universities." 

Fifteen months ago Dr. Saidan. 
while dean of the Faculty of Sci- 
ence at the Ltniversity of Jordan, 
presented a plan to the board of 
trustees of Abu Dis College out- 
lining a two-year curriculum of 
higher education focussing on four 
fields of science. His plan was 
accepted and he was named dean 
of the school's first College of Sci- 
ence. 

The college's plans call for its 
eventual expansion to a four-year 
university offering bachelor of sci- 
ence decrees, with a later addition 
of a master's programme and a 
school of medicine — exactly the 
kind of university Israeli military 
sources last month said Israel was 
against. 

The first two years of university 
study would cover general edu- 
cation with emphasis on one of 
four science fields; physics, 
chemistry, biology or mathema- 
tics. After two year., some 25 per 
cent of the students would be 
expected either to drop out or to 
lease the university to receive 
technical or vocational training. 
The remaining 75 per cent would 
continue studying towards the 
B.Sc. degree. 

Funding for the school comes 
from a charitable organisation in 
Kuwait called the Arab Institute 
Charity Society, “Arab Institute" 
being one of the school’s former 
names. The original name of the 
school was Jerusalem University, 
given in 1966 during foundation 
stone ceremonies conducted 
under the auspices of King Hus- 
sein and Kuwaiti Amir Sabah 
Salem Al Sabah. 

But the 1967 war halted con- 
struction and nothing happened 
until 1 969 when the caretakers of 
the grounds noticed Israelis sur- 
veying the land. Fearing Israel 
would confiscate the land if it 
wasn't being occupied and used by 
Arabs, the school's planners made 
an impassioned appeal to the 
Jericho preparatory and sec-

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IMF experts warn against economic warfare 


HAMBURG, West Germany, 
April 26 (R)— The need for gov- 
ernments to walk a dangerous 
tightrope, a fine balance between 
curbing inflation and preventing 
depression, has been stressed at a 
gathering here of finance minis- 
ters and central bankers discussi ng 
the world’s weakening economy. 

The atmosphere was one of 
gloom from the start at the meet- 
- ing this week of about 100 dele- 
gates in the interim committee 
(main policy-making body) of the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF)- To add to the gloom, the 
last part of the conference became 
overshadowed by the Iranian 
crisis, with delegates anxiously 
seeking news. 

Little progress has been made 
on the economic front, with the 
same basic suggestions being 
brought out again and receiving a 
broad consensus among the par- 
ticipants. Again’, the vital impor- 
tance of international pooperatiou 
was stressed by IMF 'experts who 
warned nations not to descend 
into economic warfare while 
world trade suffered. 

Calls were repeated against 
import controls, and governments 
were advised to be flexible— a con- 
tinuation of cautious monetaiy 
policies to curb inflation but not 


too much tightening of credit in 
case recession is worsened. It is 
painfully obvious, according to 
informed sources at the con- 
ference, that there is no clear-cut, 
dramatic idea available to solve 
the world's economic problems. 

There is nothing, for instance, 
like the bold theories put forward 
in the inter- war! years by the Brit- 
ish economist. 'John Maynard 
Keynes, who called for gov- 
ernments to spend their way out of 
the 1930s depression by boosting 
public expenditure and promoting 
huge schemes to employ the 
unemployed. Postwar gov- 
ernments have been reluctant to 
apply the classical Keynsian for- 
mula for fear of making inflation 
even more severe. 

A British banker said recently 
in a London review of the present 
international economy that 
perhaps a new Keynes would 
emerge with some brilliant ideas 
adapted to the current climate, but 
he or she was certainly not con- 
spicuous in Hamburg during the 
past week. Instead of any bold 
new measures, IMF experts have 
been stressing that modem gov- 
ernments must fight on all fronts 
to defeat inflation and rising 
unemployment, avert the danger 
of deepening recession and try to 


restore stability to money on 
world markets. 

The only proposal for inno- 
vation, a long-debated plan to set 
up a substitution account to mop 
up surplus dollars around the 
world, sank here amid technical 
difficulties and differences bet- 
ween nations. Officials made it 
clear the project still has a long 
road to completion. Informed 
sources said doubts were expre- 
ssed among delegates about 
whether the substitution account 
would ever surface, although IMF 
officials said publicly that studies 
on it would continue. 

It is now highly doubtful 
whether even a broad, workable 
outline will be ready by the main 
annual meeting of the full 140- 
nation IMF in Washington this 
autumn. West German Finance 
Minister Hans Matthoefer told a 
press conference he could foresee 
no agreement to establish the. 
account this year. 

After one meeting between the 
industrial countries here their 
spokesman, Belgian Finance 
Minister Gaston Geens, said no 
date bad been fixed for the plan's 
establishment and that technical 
and political problems remain. 

The idea behind the sub- 


stitution account is for countries 
with surplus dollars or surpluses of 
other currencies to invest these in 
the IMF in return for Special 
Drawing Rights (SDRs), the 
IMF s old unit of account These 
countries would then have a sec- 
ure place for their currencies, 
would receive interest, and the 
scheme would prevent surplus dol- 
lars being suddenly dumped on 
foreign exchange markets, causing 
disruption. 

A problem, however, is how the 
account would be backed up to 
ensure confidence. European 
nations were reported to feel that 
the United States was not willing 
to pledge enough guarantees. One 
suggestion is for some of the IMFs 
gold to be kept back in reserve as a 
support for the account. The IMF 
has been selling off gold in gradual 
amounts and using the profits to 
help developing countries. 

But the developing countries 
here protested that gold backing 
for the account would deprive 
them of aid and would be against 
the spirit of the IMF principle of 
removing gold from the centre of 
the world's monetary system. The 
third world delegates renewed 
their calls for urgent help to 
enable them to face rising oil prices 
and widespread recession.

Correct technique is for 
declarer to cross to his jack 
of diamonds, and then tackle 
trumps. But should he draw 
one round of trumps or two? 
And should he ruff a diamond 
to guard against a 5-1 split, 
or hope for a 4-2 break? 

It will be almost impossi- 
ble to make the hand if 
diamonds are 5-1, so declarer 
must assume that they will 

divide no worse than 4-2. 
Having reached this conclu- 
sion, many players would 
then draw two rounds of 
trumps, but Reese points out 
that that is not right. 

The most likely trump 
division is 3-1, so declarer 
should plan the play on that 
presumption. He should 
enter dummy with a trump 
and lead the ace of diamonds, 
discarding a club from his 
hand. When both defenders 
follow, the hand is virtually 
laydown. 

Declarer continues 
another top diamond from 
dummy, discarding his re- 
maining club. West can ruff 
this trick, but it will do him 
no' good. Declarer wins a 
heart or club return in his 
hand and crosses to dummy 
with the high trump, in the 
process drawing the last of 
the defenders' trumps. There 
are still three high diam onds 
in dummy, which are more 
than adequate to take care of 
declarer's losing hearts.

His talks came amid indications 
that a last-minute compromise 
could be reached on the crucial 
economic issue of this year's EEC 
farm prices, which France has 
made die key to a solution of other 
internal EEC problems. 


In London, the Agriculture 
Ministry said an informal session 
of EEC farm ministers would be 
held in Luxembourg tonight to 
re-examine the apparent deadlock 
over how much farm prices should 
rise this year. A spokesman said a 
formal meeting was likely there 
tomorrow. 

France, which wants a five per 
cent average rise in prices for 
Common Market farm produce, 
has called for a package solution 
to tbe Community's problems. 
The package would link a farm 
price agreement with accord on 
Britain's demand for a substantial 
cut in its Common Market budget 
contribution, estimated ar a net

Tito’s doctors report 
further complications

LJUBLJANA, April 26 (R) - 
President Tito’s doctors said today 
renewed signs of heart weakness 
have added to his already grave 
illness. 

A medical bulletin issued at the 
Ljubljana clinic said “serious dis- 
turbances" in his digestive organs 
had also reappeared in the past 
few days. The 87-year old Yugos- 
lav leader has been undergoing 
treatment at the clinic for more 
than three months. 

Last Monday. President Tito's 
team of eight specialists named 
cardiac weakness as one of several 
ailments immediately endan- 
gering his life. 

In the following days, as the 
official media prepared the nation 
for a death announcement, they 
added that he had entered a crit- 
ical phase with a state of shock and 
coma exacerbating illnesses 
including kidney failure, liver 
damage, pneumonia and fever. 

Independent medical sources 
noted that his doctors today gave 
no indication of how they were 
coping with the potentially lethal 
combination of a prolonged state 
of shock and coma, and that they 
talked of a reappearance of car- 
diac weakness without previously 
having mentioned any easing of 
his heart problems. 

Medical experts were also 
puzzled by the bulletin's reference 
to problems in the president's 
digestive organs. President Tito 
has been fed intravenously for 
more than two months. 

“Sometimes the medical bulle- 
tins are so vague as to make any 
accurate judgment of his con- 
dition impossible," one medical 
expert said.

Rescuers abandon hope of finding any survivors 

Canary Isles crash investigators 
find British 727’s flight recorder 


SANTA CRUZ DE TENERIFE. Canary Islands. 
April 26 (Agencies) — Investigators today reco- 
vered the flight recorder of a British airliner which 
crashed on a volcanic Tenerife hillside, killing all 
146 on board, official sources said. 

The recorder should help establish why the 
Dan-Air Boeing 727 hit the heavily-wooded ridge 
while coming in to land at Los Rodeos airport 
yesterday. 

The grim search for bodies resumed at first light 
today. Rescuers gave up hope of finding any sur- 
vivors among the charred and mutilated bodies 
strewn around the accident area. 

Officials said only one body, that of a child, had 
been recovered whole. Other disraem tiered 
corpses were being placed in plastic bags and 
taken to a funeral chapel. 

The point of impact appeared to be in a gully on 
the volcanic ridge that runs up this popular holi- 
day island. Wreckage was thrust up the hillside 
through densely- wooded terrain. 

The Dan-Air flight from Manchester, England 


suddenly lost radio contact with Los Rodeos 
minutes before it was expected to land at the 
airport, a few kilometres north of the crash site, 
beyond the ridge. 

An investigating team from the Spanish civil 
aviation authority arrived in Tenerife today, and a 
representative from Dan-Air was also expected. 

At first, Spanish rescue services thought the- 
piane had gone down in the sea just to the north of 
Tenerife. It was not until after 20:00 GMT, some 
seven hours after the last message was received 
from the pilot, that civil aviation authorities 
reported the wreckage had been located and that 
there appeared to be no survivors. 

First reports from rescuers at the scene said the 
hillside was completely shrouded in cloud, 
although visibility was still clear at the airport to 
the north. 

On March 27, 1977, a KLM 747 jet slammed 
into a Pan Am 747 on a foggy runway at Santa 
Cruz in Tenerife killing 582 persons in the world's 
worst aviation disaster. 



South Africa invites coloured 
students to discuss grievances 


JOHANNESBURG, April 26 
( R ) -- South Africa's white minor- 
ity government today offered an 
olive branch to coloured (mixed 
race) students boycotting classes 
in protest against unequal edu- 
cation. 

Coloured Relations Minister 
Marais Steyn made the offer as 
leaders of about 100,000 mainly 
coloured pupils scheduled meet- 
ings to decide whether to continue 
the nationwide revolt. 

In a statement carried by the 
South African Press Association, 
Mr. Steyn said in Capetown, 
where the protest move began.

Hundreds arrested in India’s Assam state 


GAUHATI, India. April 26 ( R) - 
Hundreds of demonstrators were 
arrested today in India's troubled 
north-eastern Assam state on the 
fifth and last day of picketing of 
government offices, officials said. 

Pickets were arrested through- 
out the state for violating a 
demonstrations ban. they said. 

Students leading a protest cam- 
paign. now in its seventh month, 
called for the five-day action to 
back up their demands that mig- 
rant workers from Bang'adesb. 
Nepal and West Bengal be 
expelled from the state. 

Students tried to extend the agi- 
tation to prevent jute and timber 
leaving Assam, and 30 people 
were injured yesterday when 
police baton-charged a crowd 
attempting to break into railway 
wagons, the Press Trust of India 
(PTI) reported. Crude oil had 
been stopped from leaving the 
state since December, first by pic- 
kets and now by sympathetic strik- 


U.N. Assembly president 
urges restraint in dealing 
with Iran hostages crisis 


SINGAPORE, April 26 (Agen- 
cies) — U.N. General Assembly 
President Salim Ahmed Salim 
today called for restraint in deal- 
ing with the hostage crisis in Iran 
and declared there could be no 
military volution to the problem. 

Mr. Salim, who is on a three-day 
visit to Singapore, was com- 
menting at a press conference on 
yesterday's aborted U.S. military 
mission to rescue American hos- 
tages held in Tehran for the last six 
months. 

He said the U.S. action had 
escalated the situation and 
imposed upon the international 
community “even a heavier 
responsibility to do everything 
possible to defuse the situation." 

The LLS. rescue mission had 
made a complex situation even 
more difficult. said Mr. Salim, who 
is also Tanzania's permanent rep- 
resentative to the U.N. 

Mr. Salim said he did not 
believe President Carter had 
ordered the rescue mission 
because of electoral con- 
siderations. "The issue is much 
more complex and much more' 
serious. It involves peace and sec- 
urity. It is a very serious situation 
and should go beyond domestic 
U.S. politics." he added. 

**A military option is not an 


option because of the impon- 
derable consequences. That is why 
it is all the more necessary to con- 
tinue exploring all possible 
avenues and to continue finding 
every single possible way of dif- 
fusing the situation.” he said. 

He also urged the non-aligned 
countries to redouble their efforts, 
individually or collectively, to 
bring about a solution to the Ira- 
nian problem. Mr. Salim said 
countries which had good rela- 
tions with both Iran and the LLS. 
could play a major role in resol- 
ving the hostage issue. 

Asked whether the American 
military action could lead to war in 
the Middle East, Mr. Salim said 
although the situation was tense. 
President Carter's statement that 
the U.S. would continue to look 
for a peaceful settlement was a 
positive move. 

“There is no doubt that con- 
siderable patience has been exer- 
cised by the United States, but this 
is a situation which calls for pat- 
ience." he said. 

Mr. Salim is here at the invi- 
tation of Singapore Foreign Minis- 
ter Sinnathamby Rajaratnam. He 
arrived from Jakarta today. He 
has already visited Japan, the 
Philippines and Indonesia and will 
leave for Malaysia next Tuesday.

The students have rejected 
compromise offers from Mrs.

“They have not budged an inch 
from their position." said Mr. 


H.C. Sarin, a former defence sec- 
retary who was last week 
appointed adviser to the governor 
of Assam. 

The use of the army and Mrs. 
Gandhi's decision to declare the 
state a “disturbed area”, pro- 
viding powers of preventive 
detention, has done nothing to 
cool the feelings of the agitators. 

Mis. Gandhis government is 
now faced with a major dilemma. 
The government feels unable to 
deport immigrants who came after 
1951 as this would mean moving 
an estimated 3.5 million people, 
many of whom have built lucrative 
businesses in Assam. 

At the same time there are tears 
the agitation could develop into a 
secessionist movement. 

Surrounding Assam are areas 
where underground secessionists 
groups have been active in varying 
degrees since India gained inde- 
pendence in 1947. 

A major insurgency is threaten- 
ing Manipur state, bordering 
Bangladesh and Burma, and anti- 
Indian sentiments have long been 
common in Nagaland, sandwiched 
between Assam and Burma. 

Intelligence officials say under- 
ground organisations in north- 
eastern India are keenly watching 
developments in Assam. The fail- 
ure of Mrs. Gandhi's government 
to negotiate a settlement with the 
students could lead to under- 
ground movements establishing 
contacts with the Assamese, they 
say. 

The oil stoppage is now begin- 
ning to hurt Assam, where gas and 
petrol-fired power stations have 


bad to reduce production. Many 
petrol stations are dry and few 
vehicles can be seen on the streets 
of Gauhati.

All legislative and executive power will lie with tbe People's 
Redemption Council (PRC), the body set up after the April 12 coup 
which toppled and killed President William Tolbert. This was 
announced in U PRC decree number one,'* dated Thursday but 
made public yesterday. 

Another decree ordered that all controllers, managing directors 
and deputy managing directors of public corporations would be 
placed under house arrest, pending investigations into the cor- 
porations* finances. There are abont 25 such bodies in Liberia, and 
some of those affected by the decree are expatriates. 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (R) - 
A federal grand jury has indicted 
two former U.S. intelligence 
agents and an explosives man- 
ufacturer on charges of conspiring 
to ship explosives illegally to the 
Libyan Government. 

The three were also charged 
with conspiring to supply the 
Libyan Government with experts 
who could build explosive devices 
in a guerrilla training project and 
with conspiring to murder a 
former Libyan official living in 
exile in Egypt. 

The ten-count indictment by a 
federal grand jury was released 
last night by the U.S. Department 
of Justice. Those indicted were: 

— Mr. Edwin Wilson, a former 
Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) employee and now pres- 
ident of Consultants Inter- 
national, a Washington business. 

— Mr. Francis Terpil, also for- 
merly with the CIA and president 
of Intercontinental Technology, 
described as an international mar- 
keting Firm in Washington. 

— Mr. Jerome Brower, president 
of J.S. Brower and Associates, an 
explosives manufacturing firm in 
Pomona, California. 

The indictment said that from 
about April 1976 to January 
1978, the three conspired to con- 
ceal the shipment of explosives to 
the Libyan Jamahinyah by arrang- 
ing for it to be transported in 
commercial cargo aircraft. 

The indictment identified the 


target of the assassination plot as 
Mr. Omar Abdullah Muhayshi, a 
former member of the Libyan 
Revolutionary Council who 
defected to Egypt. 

It said that about August 1976, 
Mr. Wilson and Mr. Terpil offered 
an unnamed individual $1 million 
to ’ II Mr. Muhayshi. 

The indictmenr said they used 
their previous association with the 
CIA to recruit an assassin and 
deliberately gave the impression 
that the planned murder was 
sponsored and supported by the 
U.S. or another government’s' 
intelligence agency. 

The grand jury said the plot to 
ship the explosives and to murder 
the former Libyan official was 
hatched in Washington, the state 
of California, Britain, Switzerland 
and the Libyan Jamahinyah. 

The indictment said that in July 
1977, an unnamed and un indicted 
co-oonspirator in the Libyan city 
of Tobruk directed that items such 
as refrigerators,televisions, radios 
and attache cases be turned into 
bombs. One or more of these 
bombs exploded, killing several 
Libyans and injuring three 
Americans, it said. 

It alleged that the three col- 
lected and distributed money 
through bank accounts in Swit- 
zerland in an effort to conceal the 
collection and distribution of 
payments to individuals who 
worked with the guerrilla training 
project in the Libyan Jamahinyah.
